Leanest Month Of Year 
Brings $14,000,000 In 
Gasoline And Sales Tax 


September, traditionally the 
leanest month of the year in 
[gas and sales tax because of 
|the in-between activi- 
|ties, brought approximately 
|$14,000,000 into Florida's treas- 
ury, but with an increase over 
last September of approximate- 
ly 10%. 

It is interesting to note that 
Dade County paid approximate- 
ly 25% of the sales tax and 
20% of the gas tax for the State. 
Palm Beach, Broward and Dade 
counties paid 38% of the state's 
total sales tax, while the first 
fixe counties (Dade, Duval, 
Hillsboro, Pinellas, and Brow- 
ard) paid 58% of the total tax 
with Orange, Palm Beach, Es- 
cambia, Polk and Wakulla add- 
ed, the ten highest counties paid 
75% of the State's total. 

The biggest counties get the 
smallest percentage of gasoline 
tax returned to them; the small- 
est counties get in some in- 
stances 40% more gas tax re- 
turned to them than they pay— 
| there are twelve of these in the 
menth of September. 

According to Ray E. Green, 
Comptroller, this is the third 
time that monthly sales tax col- 
lections have exceeded gas tax 
‘collections,

US Sugar Adds 2,000 
To Harvest Payrolls 


With the addition of approxi- 
mately 2,000 to the payrolls for 
harvest, the U. S. Sugar began 
a 150-day sugar cane harvest 
on Monday morning and is 
manufacturing about 5,000 tons 
of sugar cane daily. 

Normally, during the off sea- 
son, US Sugar employs five to 
seven hundred persons, but as 
the season nears hands are add- 
ed for the preliminary prepara- 
tion for the harvest. 

Operating on less acreage than 
|last year due to the Wuota sys- 
tem, this organization expects 
jto reach near the million ton 
[mark in cane harvested and 
[approximately 100,000 tons of 

w sugar. 

Legislation at the last Con- 
gress sponsored by Congress- 
man Rogers and advocated by 
|the Florida delegation, allows 
the Clewiston organization to 
recover some from the restrict- 
ed quota, but still it is neces- 
sary to abandon acreage due to 
increased production per acre 
and not increased acreage.

High school seniors and 
graduates have only until No- 
vember 17 to apply for the 
Navy's Reserve Officer Train- 
ing Corps, VAdm. James A. 
Holloway, Jr., Chief of Naval 
Personnel, said this week. Ap- 
plicants will take the nation- 

| wide competitive examination 
on December 8 as the first step 
toward an-appointment as mid- 
shipman, 

Designed to supplement the 
officer output of the Naval 
Academy, the NROTC program 
makes it possible for.a young 
man to earn a commission while 
studying at the civilian college 
of his choice which has an 

VNROTC unit. All'tuition, fees 
and books are furnished by the 
Navy, and the student receives 
an annual retainer of $600 for 
four years. During the sum- 
mers the student goes on fas- 
cinating training cruises to 
many parts of the world. After 
completing the usual four year 
college course, he is commis- 

tioned in the Regular Navy or 
Marine Corps and goes on ac- 


flung fleets. 

High school seniors and 
graduates between the ages of 
17 and 21 may apply for the 
NROTC aptitude test.

Florida's Population 
Officially 3,580,000 

The U. S. Bureau of the Cen- 
sus now *estimates Florida's 
population at 3,580,000 as of 
July 1, 1955, B. R. Fuller, Jr., 
Director, Florida Development 
Commission, announced today. 
This represents an increase of 
191,000 since July, 1954. 

Fuller said the new popula- 
tion total is 128,000 over the 
prior estimate made by the 
Bureau of the Census in Janu- 
ary 1956. The Development 
Commission Director explained 
that the revised figure resulted 
from the studies of a special 
population committee appointed 
by the Commission. 

Fuller stated it was decided 
to appoint the Committee to 
make the special population 
study because on the basis of 
the Japuary 1956 estimate the 
state would have lost $150,000 
in federal funds under the Hill 
Burton Hospital Construction 
Act. 

“It this population trend had 
gone uncorrected until the re- 
sults of the next official census 
in 1960 became available, losses 
in excess of $1,000,000 could 


[have accrued to Florida hospi- 


tal construction program," Full- 
er emphasized.

Turnpike Design For 
Speed With Safety 


The Miami to Fort Pierce 
section of the Sunshine State 
Parkway — Florida's turnpike 
—was designed and built with 
the utmost emphasis on safety, | 
Thomas B. Manuel, Chairman 
of the Florida State Turnptke 
Authority, said today. | 

"Turnpikes are built to com- 
bine speed with safety and they 
do a good job of it by taking 
most of the hazards out of driv- 
ing. I'm sure Florida motorists, 
tourists and vacationers will 
welcome the news that our Sun- 
shine State Parkway will be 
opened to traffic in January," 
he said. 

The'Turnpike Author- 
ity Chairman pointed out that| 
just about every safety feature 
known to designers and engin- 
eers has been built into the 
Sunshine State Parkway to eli- 
minate as many accidents as it 
is humanly possible to do. 

All intersections at grade} 
have been eliminated with the 
turnpike over-passing or being 


changes, service areas and ter- 
minals. 
A minimum center divider 


or median strip 20 feet wide 
separates the northbound and 
southbound 24-foot roadways 
each of which has two 12-foot 
wide lanes. Twin bridges have 
been built on the Sunshine State 
Parkway to carry the separated 
traffic over canals, road and 
railroad tracks. 

On the right side of each of 
the roadways is a 10-foot wide 
stabilized shoulder to provide 
ample room for motorists to pull 
off the traveled road for emer- 
gency purposes. In addition 
there is a 4-foot stabilized 
shoulder at the left of each 
roadway monientarily. 

Maximum grades have been 
held to three per cent, which 


lis three feet upward for each

practically all trucks to travel 
the entire distance of the turn- 
pike without the necessity of 
shifjing gears once during the 
trip. 

This contributes to a smooth, 
steady flow of traffic. Also aid-
